the report credibly confirms the final Third Shock army 
maneuvers held during the first half of October 1949. From 
previous information by numerous sources it had been assume d 
that these maneuvers were conducted in the BURG-GENTHIN- 
BELZIG area. The maneuvers may have been extended as far 

as the ZERBST area. ‘Troops of the 63rd Uds Mecz Regt/19th 
Gds tiecz Div were observed to entrain, in GUETERGLUECK (norh- 
weat of ZERBST) on 12 October 1949. It is not considered 
credible that the maneuvers extended across the Elbe River 
farther to the west. No corresponding information has been 
supplied from that area, apart from one source alleging that 
the maneuvers extended as far as Letzling Heath ard the 
zonal border (near HELSTELT). 
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
